In this edition I want to do 
one or two things concerning 
the Farm service Club to 
refresh the memories of 
people on what this organiza- 
tion is all about. First of all, 1 
would like to mention this 
newsletter “The Hasti-Agri- 
Gram"’. It is put out as a joint 
effort to reflect activities of 
farm organizations in the 
county and to provide informa- 
tien on various important 
fopics. In recent editions we 
have included items written by 
representatives of different 

weanizations as a theans of 
xplaining some of activ- 
ities. The most recent one w 
thie Delegates report writte 
by Bill Langstaff concerning 
two Provincial meetings he 
attended. In this edition under 


‘the heading “Hastings County 


Federation of Agriculture” 
you will find a President's 
memo written to the members 
Who -are called Individual 
Service Members. Incidently 
the decision to include items 
from the various organizations 
{was approved by the Directors 
of the Hastings Farm ‘Service 
Club at the last meeting; on 
April 3rd, 1974. 

Now about the Hastings 
Farm Service club - in effect it 
is the overall organization that 
brought. together several 
groups. Ite. does this in its 
Constitution’ where, in effect. 
it is the Hastings Soil & Crop 
Improvement Association; it is 
the Hastings Plowmen’s Asso- 
ciation. It is responsible for 
Farm Safety Programs. It is 
responsible for promoting 
Agricultural Educational 
Meetings. It is responsible for 
co-ordinating activities where 
ever possible through the 
‘Jength and breadth of the 
county. This uniting into one 
organization started with a 
joint meeting of the various 
groups mentioned on April 6, 
1967. Since then it has 
developed most of the respon- 
sibilities and has perhaps 
reached its second stage as it 
redefines its role in the county. 

The question of how it is 
organized can be answered 
fairly simple. The most recent 
change came on April 3rd 
when the Directors approved 
the enlargement of the Board 
which withbecome effective in 
1975. At that point the, 
Directors will be made up as 
follows: There will be a 
Director's section composed of 
Past Presidents of the Farm 
Service Club who will be 
automatically named as long 
as they are active in farm 
business and/or agricultural 
activities in Hastings County. 
Then there are three Zones: 
Zone One - Sidney, Thurlow 
and Tyendinaga; Zone Two -

By using one county newslet- 
ter and considering today’s 
costs, it avoids duplication and 
keeps expenses down, So 
remember membership = in 
1974 it is $1.00. After this it is 
$2.00 and you can pay five 
years at a time.

in auto insurance? 


The “fault” principle back beyond Biblical times. The 
idea of an eye for an ope, a tooth for a tooth, was adapted by

drivers to be . Insurance premiums are calculated to 
cover the cost of claims for which drivers in different rating 
groups are responsible. According to a recent study the 
rece neces claims cost for married males over 24 was 
less half that for married males under 20. The liability 
coverage premiums for each group reflect this difference. 


‘How about no-fault? 


No-fault automobile insurance describes the insurance plan 
that exists when fault law does not apply to auto accidents. 
longer rely on getting payment from another 
motorist for vehicle damage or injury but must provide their 
own protection. Each company pays its own policyholder 
regardless of blame. j 


Pure no-fault automobile insuranée does not exist in North 
America. The So-called no-fault in some states and 
provinces are only partial no-fault programs. 


By the way - don't confuse no-fault insurance. with govern- 


ment insurance. Although limited no-fault coverage is part of 
automobile insurance plans in western Canada, 
no-fault benefits have been offered by automobile insurance 
companies in Ontario for some years. CIAG was first to do so 
through additional coverage. introduced in 1959. . 


What do we have now? 


Motorists insured in Ontario. have no-fault benefits broader 
than those offered in most other provinces and states and 
also have the right to sue a guilty party for loss. 


No-fault death and disability coverage is part of all liability 
insurance policies issued in Ontario. It provides: 


Total disability benefits for: 
an employed person (or unemployed person age 21 to 65 
who has worked six of the previous 12 months) - 80 per- 


cent of wages up to $70 weekly, for up to 104 weeks, or 
for life if disability is permanent — 


—a principal unpaid housekeeper.- $35 a week, for up to 12

Death benefits for: - 


What’s wrong with our 
present system? 


* The fault principle served well in the early years of the 
automobile. Now, with masses of vehicles, complex roads 
and higher speeds, even a split second counts and it’s 
sometimes difficult to decide who's to blame and to what 
degree. - ne 


You might think it's easy: bad drivers cause accidents. Yes, 


they do. But good drivers cause accidents too. And bad . 


weather and poorly designed roads and unsafe cars cause 
accidents. When we try to find the cause of an accident, we 
can't look only at the driver. po 


« Who is paid? Only the “innocent” can recover the full 
amount of their losses. Where responsibility is divided, 
others may recover part of their loss. Where a driver is judg- 
ed responsible for the accident, he and often his passengers 
recover nothing from the other party. But they may suffer 
loss of wages, vehicle damage, serious injury requiring 
rehabilitation of a change in lifestyle - all from a momentary 
lapse of judgment. Their recovery is limited to accident 
benefits provided by their own policy. 


* A committee appointed by the Ontario Minister of Con- 


sumer and Commercial Relations in 1970 to inquire into 


claims adjusting practices concluded: 


“The public simply does not understand the nature of in- 
surance coverage (and auto insurance particularly)-nor do 
they understand the manner in which claims are 
settled . . . . Most of the complaints which we received fad 
to do with automobile damage claims and we think that 
much of the problem and public resentment which may exist 
against insurers results from the adversary. system of resolv- 
ing such disputes.” 


Nihety percent of accidents involve vehicle damage 
only and account for 70 percent of total claim 
payments. 


« Consumerism, the law, and competition.among insurance 
companies have not created satisfactory claims service 
because of a crucial gap in the system. When you are in- 
volved in an accident you deal with the other person's com- 
pany - not the one you chose yourself. 


« Many people feel automobile insurance costs too much. 
But how does it relate to other costs? In major metropolitan 
areas it can cost twice as much to park a car ($2-$3 per day) 
as to insure it; 15 hours auto repair time at current rates of 
$10-$15 costs as much as the average annual insurance 
premium. People may be more concerned about paying 
automobile premiums because they feel they have nothing to 
show for it until they have an accident. 


Why are people talking 
about no-fault? 


* The Ontario government has announced its intention to ex- 
‘tend the no-fault benefits now in existence. 


_ © People hope that no-fault will reduce or control the rising

* Publicity in the United States about no-fault plans as the 
solution to insurance problems has spilled over into Canada 
and caused confusion. American problems are not quite the 
same as ours. The U.S. legal system is different. Ontario 
automobile insurance costs are substantially lower.

« Some people believe the government can solve all our 
automobile insurance problems with a no-fault monopoly. 


* Times are changing rapidly - and so are social conditions. 
Be keep pace, institutions are examined and modified more 
often. 


* The Insurance Bureau of Canada has proposed a no-fault 
plan to pay for vehicle damage and a substantial portion of 
wage loss and out-of-pocket expenses for personal injury. 
The plan would maintain the right to sue for additional ex- 
penses and for pain and suffering only in cases of severe in- 
jury. The. proposed cael os would pay medical and 
rehabilitation expenses up to $20,000 per person, lost earn- 
ings up to $250 a week for up to three years, and a death 
benefit of $1,000 for dependents under 18. 


* The Ontario Law Reform Commission “has recommended 
compulsory, no-fault automobile insurance and the abolition 
of court action to determine blame for,traffic accidents. The 
Commission recommends that all traffic victims be compen- 
sated for medical expenses, lost wages and property 
damage, but not for pain and suffering. 


Is no-fault the answer? 


« The question of service: Will a change in the law improve 
insurer attitudes towards claimants? . Taking the emphasis 
off the adversary fault system and having drivers deal entire- 
ly with their own insurers could help. 


« The question of rights: The fault system permits compen- 
sation of the innocent victim not only for actual out-of- 
pocket expenses, but also for pain and suffering. It denies 
compensation to the person at fault in the accident. No-fault 
seeks to rehabilitate all-victims regardless of fault and the 
extra funds are provided by eliminating the right to sue in 
whole or in part. 


While some rights may be lost, no-fault would bring new 
rights more important than money compensation, like the 
right to rehabilitation and help in adjusting to the new situa- 
tion created by an accident. Rather than focusing on the 
allocation of guilt and innocence, no-fault emphasizes solv- 
ing the victim's problems. 


* The question of responsibility: Advocates of the fault 
system suggest that when careless drivers must pay for the 
accidents they cause, they are more careful. No-fault sup- 
porters argue that a careless driver does not pay, but his in- 
surance company does. They say because 95% of motorists 
are insured, merely making them theoretically responsible 
does not reduce accidents. Nor does an extra premium 
charge change the attitude of a person who has caused an 
accident. 


« The question of cost: The cost of automobile insurance 
reflects the amount paid out for claims. No-fault will not 
reduce the number of accidents or the amount of damage - 
it's only a change in law. 


Only entirely “innocent” traffic victims receive full payment 
for their injuries under the fault system. Under no-fault, more 
people will be compensated. If the guilty are also paid, the 
‘cost of insurance will rise. The Insurance Bureau of Canada 
and the Ontario Law Reform Commission recommend reduc- 
ing or eliminating payment for pain and suffering and other. 
B pelos damages" to provide funds for out-of-pocket losses 
of all injured motorists. 


Under no-fault proposals, the young, single driver will pay 
relatively less in premiums and the middle-aged husband 
and father may pay slightly more. The reasons: the younger, 
unmarried person usually drives a lower-value car and has 
lower income. The older driver heals more slowly and 
because of generally higher income, must receive more and 
higher benefits. No-fault insurance rates for each rating 
group are based on the amount of benefits expected to be 
paid to each group. 


*The.Consumers Association of Canada, a nonprofit 
organization of consumers which brings their views 
to the attention of government and producers, 
publishes CANADIAN CONSUMER, which features 
product studies and buying guides. 


+t Allen Linden has studied automobile accident com- 
pensation systems for a decade. in the early Sixties 
he completed a study which preceded significant 
reforms in Ontario's system of auto insurance.

Classes 1-6 inclusive 


1. General This sheet provides some details on the procedures to be fal- 
lowed to obtain approval for the construction, installation and use of 
rivate sewage disposal systems, A Certificate of Approval is required 
‘or the following classes and types with the exception of a Class ‘I 
system:- IS 
(a) A Class 1 system is used only for the disposal of human body 
wastes and include a chemical toilet, an earth pit privy, an incinerat- 
ing toilet, a pail privy, a privy vault and a recirculating toilet. 


(b) A Class 2 system or leaching pit is used only for the dispodal of 
sewage other than human body wastes. 


(c) A Class 3 system or cesspool receives or is used for the disposal 0 
the contents of certain class 1 systems, - 


Notes:- 
(i) A residence served by a class 1 system only, will require a leaching 
pit for the disposal of sink and kitchen wastes. ee 

(ii) An establishment served by a chemical toilet, a pail privy, a privy 
vault or a recirculating toilet will require either a cesspool for-on-site 
- sewage disposal or the availability of a hauled sewage disposal system, 


(a) A.Class 4 system consists of a septic tank and a leaching bed, 
(Tile bed). ‘ 


(e) A Class 5 system consists of a holding tank for the storage or re 
tention of sewage. 


(f) A Class 6 system consists of a proprietary aerobic sewage treat- 
ment plant. An application for a class 6 system must be submitted to 
the Ministry of the Environment. 


2. A Use Permit is only required for Classes 4, 5, and 6. 


3. If installed by anyone other than the lot owner, the individual must 
hold a licence issued by the Ministry of the Environment,

Dear Sir: 
The land speculation tax 
recentlyatabled at Queen's 


Park is Mel legislation which | 


heavily penalizes thousands of 
rural land owning Ontario 
residents whom | suspect have 


no idea that they are being 


acted against. When the law is 
passed, these people will find 
they are subject to a tax of 
50% on their lands when sold. 
The tax will be in addition to 
any capital gains tax they have 
to pay the Federal ‘Govern- 
ment. All of this amounts to 
expropriation of lands with 
little compensation. 

The following is a partial list 
of properties which are tax- 
able: 

1) All lands owned by rural 
residents, unless the property 
is smaller than ten acres and is 
lived on. If it is lived on and 
greater than ten acres then it 
becomes taxable. 

2) With few exceptions all 
rural income producing prop- 
erties which are hot a place of 
residence. 

» The tax is unfair to farmers, 
lumbermen and other rural 
people who have worked all 
their lives on their lands and 
have their life savings tied up 
in this asset. You really have 
to stretch the imagination far 
to classify them as land 
speculators, as the title of the 
bill suggests.

Dairy Cattle Specialist) . 
It's Sale Time Again! 

As the warmer weather 
approaches, it seems to bring 
with it an ever increasing 
number of advertisements of 
dairy herd dispersal sales. We 
can bemoan the loss of these 
herd owners from the indust- 
ry, but we can also capitalize 
on their cattle breeding 
experitise. Many dairymen 
never purchase replacements 
because they feel that they are 
going to end up with someone 
else's culls. At a dispersal sale 
however, you have the oppor- 
tunity of picking from the top 
half of the herd. 

Keep in mind that, on the 
average, only about 10% of 
the milk production differenc- 
es among herds are true 


genetic differences. Most of 
the differences are due to 


various feeding and manage- 
ment practices. So don’t 
expect to bring home geneti- 


cally superior animals just 


because they came from a herd 


that had a higher herd average 


than yours. 
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You have-a good chance of 
;| coming out on top, though, if 
you -pay close attention to 
differences from herd average.

Research has proven that 
when cows change herds, they 
perform similarly relative to 
their new herd average. In 
other words. a cow that is plu 

15 BCA points for milk in one 
herd usually will. produce 
around plus 15 in another 
herd. regardless of what the 
actual herd averages may have 
been. She may jump 4.000 Ib. 
in actual milk. yield, but 
chances are the plus 15 figure 
won't change markedly. Also, 
don’t forget. that the best 
predictor of a cow's perform- 
ance in her next record is her 
performance in her last record. 
Don't expect the beast to 
change her spots just because 
she changed homes! 

If you are buying cows, 
concentrate on the animal's 
own records. If you are after 
heifers. and most dairymen 
are, you'll have to be satisfied 
with a pedigree. In evaluating 
a pedigree. consider first the 
A.1. sire, next the dam, then 
the maternal grandsire, and 
last the maternal grandam. 


Although the sire and dam. 


contribute equally to the 
genetic makeup of the off- 
spring, the half coming from 
the A.1. sire can be much more 
accurately estimated and ts 


therefore given greater 
weight. 
Watch out for catalogue 


filler. A heifer may trace three 
times to old ABC himself, but 
if she is by a -5 sire she'll be a 
bad bet for milk production. 
Such information as ‘‘the 
average of the best records of 
the seven nearest dams” 
should be disregarded. It is 
genetically useless and gener- 
ally misleading. 

Above all, get a catalogue 
ahead of time and do all your 
heavy thinking at home where 
you can be objective on paper. 

“Then go and see the best bets 
“in the flesh” and make yedr 
final decisions. The sales ring 
is no place to start looking up 
pedigrees. You are more likely 
to be swayed by emotion and a 
fancy job of clipping and 
fitting than by logic.

or more members of the family 
working full time on the farm 
or at the very least. a full time 
hired man along with the 
owner of the farm. 

Once a major expansion has 
been completed that dairy 
farm will likely be locked into 
that particular system for 
many years. For this reason it 
is extremely important that 
great care be taken by the 
farmer and by his sons in 
choosing the system that they 
may be using for the remaind- 
er of their farming life. If 
milking and looking after 
cattle is pleasant, light work. 
then farmers’ sons will be 
more likely to want to stay on 
the farm and the farmer and 
his sons after him will find it 
egsier to obtain help. if they 
nce to assist them with 
theit\dairy operation. 

Most of the expansions in 
thé Hastings & Prince Edward 
area have consisted of addi- 
tions to existing stall barns 
and the installation of a 
pipeline milking system. In all 
cases this will have resulted in 
some saving in labour over the 
previous method of milking 
with the bucket milker.

The situation at April 8. 
1974: Recent changes have 


been made to the Ontario 


Succession Duty Act. Some of 
these changes relate directly 
to agriculture and will affect 


estate planning for farmers. 


The most important item is 
that Succession duties will be 
forgiven on farming assets. 
This applies to farming assets 
only. Farming assets include: 
Land, Buildings: Machinery. 
Livestoyk. Quotas, Residence 


Joh a Farm. and Shares in a 


sah hy Corporation. To be 
eligibic. these assets must be 
used for farming. 

The duty is forgivable on the 
farming assets when they are 


passed on the death of the 


farmer to a member of the 
family. The assets must 
continue to be used in farming 
by the family memberr 

The duty is forgiven over a 
25-year period, at the rate of 
1/25 per vear. If at any time 
during the 25 years either the 
land and'asscts are no longer 
used for farming or the land is 
sold to non-family. interests, 
anv remaining duty becomes 
payable. . For example. 10 
years after death 10/25 of the 
succession duty would be 
forgiven. If the farm is sold to 
a ‘fRon-family interest at that 


time. the remaining 15/25 of” 


the duty would become pay- 
able. 

This change in the Act was 
made to allow farms to be 
passed to a son or family 
member without any payment 
of suec¢ssion dutics. Another 
change is that any amount can 
be passed to a spouse free of 
succession dutics. 

Estates of up to $100,000 are 
free of duty regardless of who 
is the beneficiary. This is the 
same regulation that has 
‘existed = previously. These 
changes are all retroactive to 
April 13. 1973. 

Proposed Changes as of 
April 9, 1974 

The April 9 1974 Ontario 
Budgct Speech has introduced 
several proposals, three of 
which are of particular import 
ance to family farms and The 
Succession Duty Act.

A\poster in Dr. Persad's office 
proclaims: “VD is for everyone: if 
you need help, see a doctor.” And 
that pretty well sums it up — there's 
no immunity (unless you outlay 
sex), the disease is curable — and ut 
must be reported. 

Persad explains that there are 
actually five distinct forms of ven- 
éreal disease. of which gonorrhea 
and syphilis are the most common. 
Syphilié is a chronic disease that can 
affect any part of the body: it can 
lead to blindness. or paralysis. 

By contrast, gonorrhea — which 
is a form of VD ten times -com- 
moner than syphilis — is usually 
confined to the genital area. All 
forms of venereal disease ure trans- 
mitted almost exclusively by hetero- 
sexual or homosexual contact with 
an infected person. 

One of the problems with VD — 
particularly with syphilis — is that 
it’s not always easy to tell if you've 
got it; many cases are discovered 

% during routine blood tests. One 
method of tracking it down more 
effectively, Dr. Persad feels. would 
be to increase the amount of routine 
screening in susceptible age groups. 

At present, the principal weapons 
against VD are penicillin and tetra- 
cycline, although some cases are 
resistant to these and other drugs.

For people, the letters VD 
stand for Very Dangerous 


So far as prevention goes, the first 
and most obvious precaution is to 
be sure about your sexual partner. 
More practically, perhaps, a con- 
dom used by the man throughout 
intercourse affords some protection 
against contracting —~ or passing on 
—~ a veneral disease. 

For physicians and health 
authorities, VD-really is a vicious 
circle: one person can infect many, 
and the chain has to be broken by 
tracking down the sexual contacts 
of each reported case. 

And yet, despite remedial meas- 
ures. the circle widens annually. It 
would not be unduly dramatic to 
say that in our society today, ven- 
ereal disease is epidemic. Dr. Persad 
ascribes this situation to changed 


sexual standards\to increased mo- 
bility and, in some\measure, to the 
declining popularity of the condom 
as the favored means of contra- 
ception. 

Another possible contributing 
factor, Persad believes, is that when 
the incidence.of VD slowed up in 
the 50s to the mid 60s (Ontario had 
fewer than 4,000 reported cases in 
each of those years) research into 
prevention and treatment also fell 
off, 

Ontario now has 27 VD clinics 
where service is free, confidential, 
and available to anyone over 16 
without parental consent. And the 
Ministry of Health offers a pam- 
phiet explaining about VD and 
treatment for it. 

Venereal disease is more preva- 
lent than measles, mumps, hepatitis 
and scarlet fever combined. The 
only way to eradicate it is to track 
it down and treat it medically. 

We cannot legislate ethics, but 
clearly people who have — or think 
they may have — VD, and who fail 
to report it are endangering them- 
selves — and possibly others.

Anxiety, psychiatrists say, is a 
response fo stress. Its more obvious 
signs are sweating, shaking, 4 

heartbeat or a dry mouth. 
But it can also come disguised 2s 
pain or physical exhaustion. 

Ansiety can even show up uncon- 
sciousiy: Abe Lincoln is said to 
have dreamed vividly of the cir- 
cumstances of his assassination. 

If anxiety can be defined as a 
state of apprehension or uneasiness, 
it's obyious that most of us suffer 
from it from time to time. Getting 
anxious before Jaking an exam or 

’ giving a speech is quite natural, and 


appropriately for the occasion. 

There are other, less obvious 
forms. For example, some people 
suffer from seemingly irrational 
fears of certain places or objects. 
These dreads may sometimes be 
subconsciously associated with 
some childhood experience. This 
type of anxiety usually needs pro- 
fessional psychiatric help in tracing 
the root of the problem and dealing 
with it. 

Job problems, money difficulties, 
personal’ relationships and sexual 
performance can all trigger anxiety. 

In certain forms of transient 

- anxiety, says psychiatrist Dr. John 
A of Toronto's North 
York ral Hospital, alcoho! or 
the minor tranquilizers may do 
some good. The problem, however, 


There are many ways to 
cope with your anxieties 


may even serve to key us up quite 
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is that it’s too easy to become reliant 
on either — and then they may 
become a problem as well. 

There's some agreement in med- 
ical circles that one of the best ways 
to cope with anxiety is communica- 
tion. Find someone to talk to about 
the problem, someone you feel at 
ease with and whom you trust. That 
person doesn't necessarily have to 
be a doctor. It might be a good 
friend, a social worker, teacher or 
clergyman. 

By the same token, some forms 
of anxiety can be prevented by 
social interaction, by taking part in 
group ‘activities, says Dr. Arm- 
strong. But he emphasizes that the 


‘joining’ process Id be enjoy- 
able. No sense in ing for the 
local tennis club if don't like 


sports, or latching on to a political 
group if you can’t stand politics. 

In general, people in good phys- 
ical health are less prone to anxiety 
states, So another preventive meas- 
ure is to engage in an exercise pro- 
gram. Here again, though, the 
process should be fun: the tense 
executive who plays golf to ‘relax’ 
won't succeed if he's always keyed 
up to beat last week's score. 

Anxiety is a universal condition 
that, in many cases, can be allevi- 
ated by talking it out — or sweating 
it out. More serious, continuing 
forms of anxiety —~ and especially 
those for which the cause is unkown 
— require proper medical advice.

Insurance Plan work? Like this: 

First, you apply for coverage--on a
